Electing the chair to become 
accountable, open and democratic

Y ou may recall that in lanuary, I wrote 
here about the effort to help make 
Niagara Regional government more 
accountable, open, and democratic, by 
electing the Regional Chair at large. What 
happened? 

Well, Regional Council voted to defer the 
debate and get more historic information. 
That motion comes up for consideration 
at our Corporate Services committee on 
Wednesday, Sept. 23. 

Role of the Chair: 


The full-time Regional Chair sets the 



lished local County Councils. The names 
of the annually appointed, former Wardens 
ofWelland County and Lincoln County 
are etched on plaques at the Regional HQ 
(across from Brock University). 

When they first created Regional 
Governments in the 1970s, the Province 
also appointed the first Regional Chairs. 
After our first Chair (John Campbell) 
retired in 1985, Council appointed one of 
its own as Chair (Wilber Dick). 

But, this appointment differs signifi¬ 
cantly from County Councils days — the 
new Chair give up his or her seat and is 
appointed for the entire four-year term of 
Council. 



Uxbridge, Oshawa, Whitby, and Clarington) 
first elected their Regional Chair last fall. 

A bill to elect the York Region (Aurora, 
East Gwillimbury, Georgina, King, 
Markham, Newmarket, Richmond Hill, 
Vaughan, Whitchurch-Stouffville) Chair 
“at large” is currently before the Ontario 
Legislature. Finally, in 2013, Peel Regional 
Council (Brampton, Mississauga, and 
Caledon) directed staff to report in 2015 on 
options to directly elect their Chair for the 
2018 municipal election.

On Tuesday, council saluted the Queen 
with the royal anthem, showing the words 
and her photograph projected on a screen. 

It was the appropriate thing to do, said 
Mayor Dave Augustyn. 

Alzheimer coffee 
break sips 20th time 

Pelham town staff will join Alzheimer 
Society Niagara as it celebrates the 20th 
anniversary of National Coffee Break Day on 
Sept. 17. 

Alzheimer Society Niagara Foundation 
chairman Bob Miller told Pelham council 
Tuesday the national campaign has raised 
$18.5 million across Canada in 19 years. He 
also delivered a coffee break campaign kit to 
town staff. 

The Coffee Break campaign was inspired 
by Niagara, he said. 

Miller expects 10,000 Canadian events 
in homes, work places, community centres, 
schools, churches, city halls and retail outlets 
- anywhere coffee other drinks or food is 
served and a donation collected. 

Money raised nationally assists 747,000 


people and their families dealing with 
progressive dementia, including 8,800 in 

With an aging population, it could affect 
1.4 million Canadians over the next 20 years, 
Miller said.

Last year, the Niagara branch raised 
$102,000. Its goal is $105,000 this year. 

Library, town strike deal 

Pelham town council and the Pelham 
Library Board reached an operating 
agreement clarifying ownership of the Fonthill 
and Fenwick Maple Acre branches. 

The town owns the buildings, but leases 
them to the library for 20 years at $1 annually. 
Renewal is automatic for another 20 years. 

The library will pay all utility costs while the 
town will cover capital expenses involving the 
structural integrity of the building, landscape, 
parking lot and electrical services, air 
conditioning and heating equipment. 

New comer down the road 

Athree-way deal between Niagara Region, 
Pelham and Fonthill Garden Inc. will clear the 
way for a new intersection off Regional Road 
20, west of Rice Road. 

Wellspring Way will become a main 
entrance to a commercial, residential, health¬ 
care and community centre development put 
together by the town and Fonthill Garden Inc., 
acting as partners. 

Estimated cost of the intersection, 
subject to tendering, is $523,000, said chief 
administrative officer Darren Ottaway. 

The proposed project faced an Ontario 
Municipal Board challenge from two Regional 
Road 20 businesses. An agreement eased 
concerns over traffic islands and turning

Workers memorial needs permanent home 



A St. Catharines memorial for 
workers killed on the job needs a 
new home. 

But where that should be is a 
matter of debate. 

The Niagara Regional Labour 
Council wants the granite mon¬ 
ument moved to city hall’s front 
lawn for emphasis. The city's pub¬ 
lic art advisory committee says 
other locations should be con¬ 
sidered, because of access and 
esthetic issues. 

St. Catharines city councillors 
were to debate the issue Mon¬ 
day. 

“City hall is the political cen¬ 
tre of St. Catharines,” said Chris 
Grawey, vice-president of Niagara 
District Labour Council. “By relo¬ 
cating the monument to city hall, 
it demonstrates the city is con¬ 
cerned about these tragedies that 
are ongoing, it acknowledges they 
persist, and the city is acting as a 
leader in righting these wrongs." 

Grawey will be at city hall Mon¬ 
day asking councillors to turn 

that the public art advisory com¬ 
mittee and labour council con¬ 
sider more options for the monu¬ 
ment’s location.
